The exports la May amounted to 


$739.000,000 against J6S5.0QOeOCO in 
April of this year, and 5604.000,000 
in May of last year. For the 11 months 
ending ilay, 1920, the exports were 
$7,474.000,000 against $6,304,000,000 
ia 1919. 
The May imports amounted to $431.- 


000.000, as compared with $496,000,- 
000 in April and $329.000,000 in May 
of last year. For the 11 months ended 
i£ay of this year, imports vrere $4.- 
886,000,000 against $2,803.000,000 in 
the same period of last year. 


The imports of gold in May amount- 


ed to $16,000.000, a considerable de- 
crease from the $45.000.00 "> for April, 
For the 11 months ended May of th5s 
year, imports of gold amounted to
